Well,  the  ’39-’40  school  year  got  under  way  around  September  20  and 
after  a  couple  of  weeks  of  registering,  the  college  statisticians  came  up  with 
an  all-time  high  figure  of  1300  enrollees  contributing  to  R.  A.  Larson’s  vault 
in  the  ad  building.  Included  in  the  figure  were  486  frosh  taking  their  first  shot 
at  college  life.  Excluded  from  the  total  were  56  aviation-mechanics  addicts,  a 
couple  hundred  School  of  Agriculture  pupils  and  various  other  short  course 
students.  Freshmen  were  treated  to  a  three-day  diet  of  receptions,  intelli¬ 
gence  tests  and  lectures. 

M.  E.  Mumford,  board  of  regents  president,  talked  to  the  new  students  at 
their  initial  convocation.  Tommy  Anderson’s  10-piece  Omaha  band  played 
for  the  first  all-college  dance,  sponsored  by  the  Alpha  Zetas.

President  C.  W.  Pugsley  received  the  first  copy  of  the  new  student  hand¬ 
book  from  Curtis  Severson,  collegiate  prexy.  Rules  and  regulations,  list  of 
fraternities,  sororities  and  other  organizations,  student  association  constitu¬ 
tion,  and  by-laws  made  up  the  four  sections  of  the  comprehensive  guide. 

Orders  went  out  on  prohibition  of  facial  foliage  clipping  on  September  22 
to  last  until  Hobo  Day. 

The  military  department  received  word  that  the  State  ROTC  unit  again 
was  awarded  an  “excellent'’  rating  in  its  annual  review  last  spring.

Along  came  October  21  and  State  College  students  and  faculty  presented 
their  27th  Hobo  Day  before  some  20,000  wide-eyed  spectators.  The  tradi¬ 
tionally  beautiful  floats,  flocks  of  hoboes  and  hoboettes,  and  a  great  football 
triumph,  all  helped  the  now  nationally-famous  event  to  be  a  successful  one. 

It  was  a  big  day  for  Clayton  Kelsey  and  Charlotte  Dokken  who  earned 
the  titles  of  Hobo  King  and  Queen,  and  the  right  to  be  the  first  to  ride  in 
Hobo  Day’s  new  royal  coach,  the  Bummobile,  a  1912  Model  T  given  to  the 
Student  Association  by  Frank  Weigel,  former  Flandreau  farmer  and  ad-

mirer  of  State’s  Hobo  Day  celebration.  The  Hobo  royalty  were  crowned  by 
former  Heavyweight  Boxing  King  Max  Baer,  who  visited  Brookings  for  the 
festivities. 

Kelsey  and  Miss  Dokken  were  crowned  twice,  once  by  the  former  box¬ 
ing  champion  after  the  parade,  and  again  between  halves  at  the  football 
game  during  the  afternoon,  by  Mrs.  E.  R.  Series,  queen  of  the  second  annual 
homecoming  celebration  in  1913. 

Led  by  the  1938  king  and  queen — Larry  Hoscheid  and  Anita  Quast— in 
the  Bummobile,  and  by  State’s  crack  140-piece  Military  band  was  the  mile- 
long  parade.  Complementing  the  State  band  were  musical  aggregations 
from  eight  high  schools — Llandreau,  Dell  Rapids,  Brookings,  Lake  Preston, 
Canova,  White,  Egan  and  Centerville. 

Judges  had  a  hard  job  choosing  prize-winners  in  the  parade.  But  after

Long-time  fans  said  that  the  victory  over  Walt  Dobler  and  company 
from  Grand  Forks  was  the  most  exciting  Hobo  Day  win  since  1923  when 
the  Rabbits  nipped  Creighton  27-20. 

The  score  was  close,  but  with  the  brand  of  ball  that  the  Jacks  were  play¬ 
ing,  there  was  no  doubt  left  in  the  spectator’s  minds  from  the  beginning  who 
would  wind  up  on  the  long  end  of  the  count.

Featuring  an  ever-dangerous  offense,  the  1939  State  College  Jackrabbits  en¬ 
joyed  one  of  the  greatest  football  seasons  in  the  history  of  the  school — at  least, 
the  most  outstanding  since  1933 — to  win  seven  out  of  nine  engagements. 
After  shellacking  their  nemesis  of  the  previous  year,  the  School  of  Mines,

40-0  in  the  season's  opener,  the 
Jacks  continued  their  great 
winning  streak — running  it  to 
five  straight — before  the  21-7 
upset  Dakota  Day.  So  astound¬ 
ing  was  the  Rabbits  rise  to  the  top  that  the  State  eleven  was  rated  the  most  re¬ 
markable  “comeback''  team  of  the  conference  year. 

Marred  only  by  defeats  from  the  hands  of  the  Coyotes  and  West  Texas 
State  in  the  season’s  finale,  the  Barnesmen  scored  in  every  game  as  they 
amassed  a  total  of  141  points,  or  an  average  of  nearly  16  per  game. 

While  the  Rabbits  capitalized  on  21  touchdowns  and  15  extra  point  con¬ 
versions,  their  opponents  tallied  but  95  points — 35  of  them  tossed  in  by  West 
Texas  State’s  Buffaloes  in  the  last  game  of  the  season. 

Following  the  annihilation  of  the  hardrockers  in  the  opener,  the  Jacks  fol¬ 
lowed  up  with  successive  victories  over  Moorhead  Teachers,  Yankton  College, 
and  two  circuit  foes,  North  Dakota  State  and  North  Dakota  University,  to 
set  them  on  their  way  towards  the  title.  Then,  after  the  21-7  beating  at  Vermil¬ 
lion,  Coach  Jack  Barnes’  gridders  came  back  to  edge  out  Omaha  Univer¬ 
sity's  strong  Indian  aggregation  7-6 — on  A1  Ekberg’s  extra-point  conversion — 
and  finished  the  loop  schedule  with  a  beautiful  34-13  win  over  Morningside. 
However,  “Flippin  Foster"  Watkins  and  his  West  Texas  State  Buffaloes  dis¬ 
played  typical  Southwestern  football,  heaving  passes  all  over  the  field  to 
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Mueller,  Emmerich  Guide  Successful  Rabbits 

overcome  the  Rabbits  37-7  at  Canyon,  Tex¬ 
as  in  the  finale. 

So,  when  the  conference  muddle  had 
cleared,  three  clubs,  South  Dakota  Univer¬ 
sity’s  defending  grid  champions,  North  Da¬ 
kota  University,  and  the  Jackrabbits,  were 
deadlocked  in  a  first  place  tie — each  with  a 
record  of  four  wins  against  one  setback. 

Iowa  State  Teachers,  Omaha  and  Morning- 
side  followed  in  order  with  North  Dakota 
State,  the  pre-season  favorite,  bringing  up 
the  rear. 

At  the  close  of  the  climactic  season,  five 
Rabbit  gridders  were  selected  on  the  North 
Central  “honorable  mention"  team.  Those  top-ranking  Jacks,  all  seniors,  in¬ 
cluded  Fullback  Allen  Schroeder,  voted  the  most  valuable  man  on  his  squad 
and  given  honorable  mention  for  Little  All-America;  Co-captains  Arndt 
Mueller  and  Jim  Emmerich,  veteran  guards;  Center  Don  Smith  and  End 
Bill  Mattison.  The  only  other  graduatingmember  of  the  Championship  squad, 
A1  Ekberg,  star  place-kicker,  personally  accounted  for  13  points  via  the  con¬ 
version  route.  His  valuable  left  foot  was  responsible  for  the  one  point  14-13 
wins  over  North  Dakota  University  and  Omaha  University. 

At  the  close  of  the  successful  season,  monogram  sweaters  and  jackets  were 
awarded  22  State  College  football  stars.  Those  earning  letters,  besides  the  six 
seniors,  Ekberg,  Schroeder,  Smith,  Mattison,  Mueller  and  Emmerich,  includ¬ 
ed  Leonard  Engler,  Rodger  Ulrich,  Harvey 
Larson  and  Tom  Archer,  juniors;  and  Don 
Brown,  Dan  Wiersma,  Charles  Healy,  Don 
Clancy,  Harry  Voels,  Quentin  Anderson, 

La  Verne  Kortan,Ed  Jaeger,  Warren  Evans, 

Gale  Anderson,  Melvin  Hasslen,  Larry 
Phillips  and  Leon  Anderson,  sophomores. 

All  of  which  leaves  Coach  Jack  Barnes, 
the  former  Drake  blocking  back  and  later 
assistant  grid  coach  under  Ike  Armstrong 
at  Utah  University,  a  nucleus  of  four  jun¬ 
iors  and  twelve  sophomores  for  defending 
the  loop  title  next  fall.  In  addition  the 
Rabbit  mentor  will  have  a  fine  group  of 

gridders  coming  up  from  the  frosh  ranks  to  plug  holes  in  his  1940  machine.

Coach  Jack  Barnes'  1939  State  College  gridclers  gave  an  early  indication  of 
their  prowess  by  virtue  of  a  40-0  annihilation  of  the  School  of  Mines  in  the 
season’s  opener.  Anxious  to  avenge  the  humiliating  18-7  defeat  from  the 
Miners  of  the  previous  year,  the  Jacks  scored  early  in  the  first  period  and 
were  never  headed — as  they  pulled  away  to  a  20-0  halftime  lead  and  then  add¬ 
ed  three  more  touchdowns  in  the  last  half. 

Shortly  after  the  opening  kickoff,  speedy  Len  Engler,  Rabbit  quarterback, 
^carried  the  pigskin  into  Hardrocker  territory.  Fullback  Allen  Schroeder 
plunged  to  the  33  and  then  passed  30  yards  to  Sophomore  Quentin  Anderson, 
blocking  back  playing  his  first  collegiate  game.  Engler  skirted  end  for  th:

Although  decidedly  off  form,  the  State  College  Jackrabbits  romped  to 
their  second  straight  win  of  the  campaign  with  a  20-7  triumph  over  a  heavier 
Moorhead  Teachers  eleven  before  6000  spectators,  the  guests  of  Brookings 
merchants.

There’s  nothing  so  glamorous  about  the  ordinary  20-yard  place-kick,  but 
the  one  A1  Ekberg  so  calmly  booted  over  the  crossbars  late  in  the  second  peri¬ 
od  enabled  the  State  College  Jackrabbits  to  score  a  thrilling  14-13  triumph 
over  North  Dakota’s  powerful  Sioux  in  the  27th  annual  Hobo  Day  classic, 
October  21. 

Approximately  8000  spellbound  Hobo  Day  spectators  watched  the  in¬ 
spired  Jacks  rack  up  their  fifth  consecutive  victory  of  the  season  in  the  most 
thrilling  homecoming  spectacle  since  1923— when  the  Welch  brothers  collab¬ 
orated  in  a  brilliant  last  quarter  passing  attack  to  turn  back  Creighton  27-20.

Flashy  Don  Brown,  quarterback,  and  plunging  A1  Schroeder  alternated  in 
carrying  the  pigskin  to  the  one-yard  marker,  where  Schroeder  cracked  over 
for  the  initial  score,  Ekberg’s  conversion  was  good,  and  the  Barnesmen  led 
7-0  at  the  quarter.

An  unheralded  sophomore,  Don  Forney,  South  Dakota  University  reserve 
hack,  came  along  to  upset  the  applecart  and  lead  his  Coyote  mates  to  an  im¬ 
pressive  21-7  victory  over  the  title  contending  State  College  Jackrabbits  before 
an  overflowing  Dakota  Day  crowd,  October  28. 

After  an  uneventful  first  period,  Forney,  and  his  mates,  started  to  move.

Perhaps  the  strongest  team  in  the  circuit — what  with  five  veteran  seniors 
and  an  outstanding  sophomore — Jimmy  Baker’s  1940  State  College  basket¬ 
ball  club  came  through  the  season  with  10  victories  against  five  defeats,  aver¬ 
aging  well  over  40  points  per  game,  to  earn  a  co-title  with  North  Dakota  State 
lor  North  Central  conference  honors.

Winford  “Buzz”  Laur,  all-circuit 
center,  was  second  with  113  counters, 
while  John  Billington,  rookie  reserve, 
picked  up  106.  Wendell  Andrews, 
lanky  senior  forward,  scored  92 
points;  Jim  Fergen  and  Bob  Oddy, 
stellar  guards,  tallied  71  and  64. 

While  the  Jackrabbits  were  picking 
up  626  points,  an  average  of  41.6 
counters  per  contest,  stellar  defensive 
work  held  their  opponents  to  492 
points,  slightly  less  than  33  per  game. 

The  classy  Jacks  counted  336  points 
Coach  Jimmy  Baker  in  winning  six  loop  games. 

After  dropping  their  two  openers,  39-36  at  Northern  State  Teachers  and 
38-30  to  the  University  of  Minnesota,  the  star-studded  Rabbit  quint  came 
right  back  to  nip  Gustavus  Adolphus  32-23  and  then  shellack  Huron  College 
61-22  in  the  pre-Christmas  warmup  contests. 

And  then,  in  their  conference  opener,  the  title-searching  Jackrabbit  crew 
punched  out  an  impressive  46-39  victory  over  Morningside  before  an  over¬ 
flow  crowd.  But  just  a  week  later,  the  Rabbits  suffered  their  first  circuit 
setback,  a  36-31  beating  from  Iowa  State  Teachers  at  Cedar  Falls.

Not  since  1913  when  intercollegiate  basketball  was  temporarily  aban¬ 
doned  has  State  College  experienced  such  a  successful  intra-mural  campaign. 
Starting  the  season  with  26  teams  entered  in  three  leagues,  the  I-M  cage  pro¬ 
gram  produced  102  games  of  basketball  in  less  than  10  weeks. 

After  completing  this  “rough  and  tough"  schedule,  the  three  high-ranking 
quints  from  each  league  entered  a  tournament  playoff  to  decide  the  cham¬ 
pion.

President  Pugs- 
ley  gave  a  short  address  which  included  a  resume  of  the  day’s  program.  An¬ 
nouncement  was  also  made  by  Sigma  Lambda  Sigma  that  Mary  Jeanne 
Noonan  had  received  the  $20  award  presented  to  the  highest  ranking  fresh¬ 
man  woman  scholar. 

After  dinner,  divisional  and  departmental  exhibits  were  open  for  inspec¬ 
tion.  Especially  interesting  to  the  visitors  were  the  electrical  contrivances 
which  were  displayed  by  the  engineers  and  physics  students. 

Queen  Alice  Felty  was  crowned  in  the  elaborate  mid-afternoon  May  fete.

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May  1939— Campus  Goes  Rural  For  Ag  Week 

Best  informal  of  the  Spring  term  came  Saturday,  May  13  as  the  annual  Ag 
Barn  Dance  was  held.  Nat  Towles  and  his  popular  Negro  orchestra  presented 
the  musical  background  as  collegiate  dance-goers  went  rural  in  a  big  way.  The 
setting — a  corral  on  a  western  ranch — received  atmosphere  from  the  apple 
cider  which  was  pumped  by  a  windmill.  One  of  the  “capacity  dances”  of  the 
school  year,  the  farm  land  frolic  brought  out  “farmers  and  farmerettes”  about 
700  strong.  Informal  as  its  name  implies,  “Sunday-go-to-meeting”  clothes 
were  frowned  upon.  Correct  attire  for  the  affair — and  the  dress  of  most  of 
the  guests — was  overalls,  straw  hats,  cotton  shirts,  gingham  dresses,  high  top 
shoes,  or  most  anything  that  was  “back-woodsy.” 

Preceding  the  affair  were  equally  traditional  Ag  week  activities.  An  open- 
air  taxi,  drawn  by  mechanical  horse,  daily  delivering  students  down  town, 
was  one  of  the  features  of  the  pep  week. 

Almost  every  Ag  on  the  campus  was  clad  in  overalls  during  the  full  week

Probably  the  greatest  single  advertisement  for  South  Dakota  State  College 
in  a  decade  came  May  23-25  when  the  100-piece  military  hand  attended  the 
Royal  Welcome  Week  ceremonies  tor  King  George  VI  of  Great  Britain  and 
Queen  Elizabeth  at  Winnipeg,  Canada. 

Traveling  in  three  large,  streamlined  busses,  the  caravan  left  on  their 
international  visit  at  4  a.m.  May  23.  They  arrived  in  Winnipeg  at  5  p.m.  and 
two  hours  later  they  started  a  seven-mile  march  as  one  of  the  features  of  the

A 
bright,  sunny  afternoon  found  the  State  band  in  one  of  the  parks  along  the 
trail  of  the  royal  march.  Here  before  a  large  reviewing  stand  they  again  played 
the  Canadian  national  anthem  as  the  royal  couple  passed  by  and  King  George 
saluted  the  band.

A  successful  intra-mural  campaign,  a  split  with  the  University  in  a  post¬ 
season  two-game  series — that's  the  record  of  State  College  baseball,  which 
made  a  revival  last  Spring  after  several  years  of  obscurity. 

Nearly  70  baseball  players  participated  in  the  four-team  intra-mural 
league,  which  was  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.

For  three  out  of  the  past  four  years  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
placed  first  in  the  competition  for  the  most  beautiful  float  in  the  Hobo  Day 
parade.

A  model  drug  store  is  maintained  by  the  department  and  serves  as  a 
laboratory  for  the  actual  handling  of  drug  merchandise.

However,  students  are 
given  the  opportunity  to  face  real  life  situations  in  store  problems. 

These  were  installed  in  imi¬ 
tation  of  a  regular  drug  store  to  give  the  students  an  opporunity  to  learn 
the  principles  of  window  display. 

In  addition  an  experimental  drug  garden  is  maintained  on  the  campus 
for  the  use  of  members  of  the  division.  Embargoes  placed  on  many  drugs 
during  the  First  World  War  necessitated  the  establishment  of  drug  experi¬ 
mental  stations.  There  are  now  25  similar  institutions  in  the  country.

South  Dakota  people  probably  know  more  of  State  College  through  the 
Extension  Service  than  any  other  department.  Teachings  of  the  college  are 
brought  to  thousands  of  people  daily  through  the  58  county  extension  agents, 
10  assistants,  and  18  home  extension  agents. 

Through  the  work  of  the  Extension  Service,  19,881  women  and  girls  are 
members  of  1,312  Home  Extension  Clubs,  9,886  boys  and  girls  are  members 
of  1,076  4-H  Clubs,  and  129  dairymen  are  members  of  six  cow-testing  associa¬ 
tions.  Every  day  in  the  year,  somewhere  in  the  state,  the  Extension  Service 
holds  a  meeting. 

The  Extension  Service  has  specialists  in  each  of  the  major  lines  of  agricul¬ 
tural  and  home  economic  interest — economics,  dairy,  farm  management,  vet¬ 
erinary,  agronomy,  nutrition,  home  management,  clothing,  forestry,  soil  con¬ 
servation  and  entomology. 

Extension  Director  A.  M.  Eberle  is  in  charge  of  the  organization,  assisted 
by  district  county  agent  supervisors,  4-H  Club  staff,  home  demonstration 
leader,  editor,  visual  education  and  radio  specialists.

There  are  48  faculty  members  on  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
staff,  40  of  whom  devote  a  part  of  their  time  to  teaching.  The  staff  members’ 
work  for  the  station  is  outlined  on  86  projects  approved  jointly  by  the  college 
and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Besides  the  state  Agricul¬ 
tural  Experiment  Station  at  South  Dakota  State  College  there  are  four  state 
sub-stations  located  at  Cottonwood,  Eureka,  Highmore  and  Vivian.  In  addi¬ 
tion  there  are  two  experimental  fields,  one  at  Watertown  and  the  other  at 
Sioux  Falls.  The  Station  also  cooperates  with  the  Federal  Field  Station  at 
Newell  in  some  of  its  experimental  work  in  agriculture. 

The  research  work  conducted  by  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations 
furnish  most  of  the  basic  facts  for  the  advancement  of  agriculture,  for  the  ag¬ 
ricultural  teaching  at  land  grant  colleges,  and  for  the  subject  material  supplied 
by  the  Extension  Service.  Farmers  rely  upon  these  experimental  facts,  and 
with  the  increased  development  of  organized  agriculture,  they  realize  that  the 
Stations  must  have  greater  support  for  the  additional  research  needed  for 
agriculture's  further  advancement. 

In  1887  the  federal  government  first  made  provision  for  agriculture  ex¬ 
periment  station  work.  Now  13  departments  of  the  college  are  conducting  re¬ 
search  work  on  projects  having  the  approval  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Experiment  Station  employees  in  these  departments  devote  a 
portion  of  their  time  to  similar  work  in  the  college.

college  life.  No  function  is  complete 
without  some  representative  of  the 
music  department  to  serenade,  as  Hobo 
Day  picture  at  right  shows.

Delta  speech  tournament  held  at  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 

Debaters,  orators  and  extempore  speakers  also  entered  events  at  Dakota 
Wesleyan  University,  the  Red  River  Valley  Speech  tournament  at  Moor¬ 
head,  Minn.,  the  Northwest  Debate  tournament,  and  the  State  Speech  tour¬ 
nament  at  Mitchell. 

With  the  close  of  the  speech  events  for  the  year  came  the  finishing 
chapter  in  collegiate  forensic  activity  for  four  seniors,  Mavis  Paterson,  Don 
Baddeley,  Irwin  Johnson,  and  Ed  Olson. 
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Dramatic  Endeavors  Draw  Capacity  Crowds 

Henry  C.  Youngerman  came  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin  to  replace 
Earl  James  at  the  helm  of  State  College  dramatic  activities  last  fall.  Younger- 
man’s  first  play,  “Three  Cornered  Moon”  a  three-act  comedy,  portrayed  the 
exaggerated  troubles  of  a  family  who  found  themselves  suddenly  penniless. 
Lead  roles  went  to  Marjorie  Paterson — the  gullible  mother,  and  Lorene 
Scully — the  daughter  who  attempted  to  manage  the  scanty  budget.  Landing 
at  the  bottom  in  the  crash  of  ’29,  the  family  worked  and  sacrificed  to  support 
an  eccentric  novelist,  played  by  Gordon  Carlson,  until  the  end  when  the 
daughter  shifted  her  affections  to  a  more  stable  Dr.  Stevens, — Robert  Dailey 
— and  a  son — Virgil  Kroeger — passed  his  law  examinations. 

The  1923  Pulitzer  prize  winner  “Icebound,”  a  highly  dramatic  produc¬ 
tion,  was  produced  under  new  lighting  arrangements  during  the  winter  term.

didates  for  incoming  managing  editor  and  business  manager.  And  Lucca  gave 
the  names  of  Bob  DeLay  and  Carl  Sorenson  to  the  council.  They  were  elected 
associate  editor  and  business  manager  of  The  ]acl{  Rabbit. 

All  recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  board  of  control. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  quarter,  The  Collegian  s  new  staff  took 
over.  Hagerty  already  had  a  quarter  behind  him  as  editor,  having  filled  the 
unexpired  term  of  Charles  Cleveland  who  left  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  new  staff  executives  were  augmented  by  a  number  of  appointive  offi¬ 
cials.  Carl  Jensen  became  sports  editor,  Lucille  Maxwell  began  her  second  year 
as  socity  editor,  and  Charles  Leonard  was  appointed  assistant  business  mana¬ 
ger.  Ed  Olson  was  circulation  manager,  Don  Baddeley  his  assistant. 

No  radical  changes  came  with  the  new  staff.  A  year  before  streamlined 
headline  style  had  been  adopted.  Now  this  style  was  given  added  color  with 
the  use  of  a  new  type  face  for  heads.  In  the  Fall  the  type  face  for  body  matter 
was  changed. 

The  1939-40  publication  year  was  marked  by  larger  papers  because  of  in¬ 
creased  advertising.  It  was  the  third  consecutive  year  that  business  managers 
had  been  able  to  produce  larger  papers. 

Editorially  there  was  an  attempt  to  lighten  the  paper  with  more  feature 
material.  The  staff  tried  to  get  the  students  all  the  news  in  interesting  form.

In  May,  1939,  the  new  yearbook  staff  began  work.  Throughout  the  sum¬ 
mer  contacts  with  engravers,  binders  and  cover  makers  were  made,  and  pre¬ 
liminary  plans  for  the  book’s  form  were  culled  over. 

With  the  beginning  of  school  in  September  it  was  decided  to  again  pub¬ 
lish  the  book  in  the  handy  six-by-nine  inch  size  adopted  the  previous  year,  but 
to  publish  only  in  one  volume  instead  of  the  past  year’s  set  of  two. 

Art  work  of  the  book  was  done  by  Wilmot  Curnow,  Bob  McMahon,  and 
Bob  Smith.  Sports  was  handled  by  Carl  Jensen  and  photography  by  Warren 
Syverud  with  the  assistance  of  Eldon  Wick.  Portraits  were  taken  by  Earl  Bales 
of  the  visual  education  department. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  quarter  of  1940  both  publications  moved 
into  new  offices  in  the  Student  Union. 

Late  in  the  Winter  quarter  new  officials  had  been  named  for  the  publica¬ 
tions.  Marion  Billings  was  elected  editor  of  The  Collegian,  with  Anson  Yea¬ 
ger  as  managing  editor  and  Charles  Leonard  as  business  manager.  Bob  De- 
Lay  was  chosen  as  ]acl \  Rabbit  editor  for  1941.  Harold  Wilson  and  La  Verne 
Maher  were  named  business  manager  and  associate  editor  respectively. 

Word  was  received  late  in  the  spring  that  The  Industrial  Collegian  had 
received  All-American  honors  in  the  ACP  newspaper  judging  contest.

Two  dinner  and  business  meetings  are  held  each  quarter  and  during  the 
spring  term  the  group  stages  a  tactical  maneuver. 

Through  a  process  of  strict  competitive  drill  in  manual  of  arms  a  junior 
crack  squad  was  again  chosen  this  year.  Drill  Master  Bob  Barthle  guided 
the  group  through  intricate  paces  at  the  annual  military  ball  and  also  at  the 
field  day  exercises  on  May  16.  The  military  proficiency  of  the  members  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  four  of  the  squad — Barthle,  Arntz,  House  and  Nelson 
— were  advanced  to  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant  during  the  spring  term, 
while  two  others  were  advanced  in  rank.  Juniors  are  not  usually  eligible  for 
this  change  until  the  year’s  work  is  completed. 

Competing  with  but  four  returning  veterans — Norby,  Framstad,  Hem- 
mingsen,  and  Fischbach — the  men’s  rifle  team  entered  42  telegraphic  match¬ 
es  with  schools  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  coast,  and  fired  one  shoulder- 
to-shoulder  match  with  the  University  of  South  Dakota. 

Although  State’s  inexperienced  squad  won  but  1 1  of  these  contests,  they 
atoned  for  this  record  by  defeating  the  Coyotes  from  the  University  2829- 
2799,  by  placing  well  in  the  William  Randolph  Hearst  trophy  competition 
and  the  Seventh  Corps  Area  Match.  They  rolled  up  a  total  score  of  3576  to 
capture  13th  position.  In  the  Hearst  Competition,  paced  by  Team  Captain 
Norby ’s  183  individual  score,  the  first  team  took  12th  place  with  a  902 
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ROTC

total — just  40  points  behind  the  Minnesota  University  winning  mark. 
Thirty-one  teams  shot  in  this  match.  The  State  College  second  team’s  score 
of  860  was  good  enough  for  27th  position.  Bob  Shakstad  led  this  group 
with  a  176  point  total. 

Some  of  the  teams  competed  with  this  year  were  Carnegie  Tech,  Ohio 
University,  Georgia  Tech,  Maine,  and  California. 

Walter  Norby  proved  his  right  to  the  captaincy  of  the  squad  by  having 
the  highest  score  in  the  majority  of  meets.  He  established  a  new  college 
record  with  a  378  score  during  one  practice  trial. 

All  year  long  basics  and  advanced  men  drill  and  study  military  science 
and  tactics  ranging  from  the  definition  of  a  map  to  the  solving  of  tactical 
problems.  Close  order  drill,  extended  order  drill,  military  history,  study  of 
the  operation  and  parts  of  the  machine  gun,  37  mm.,  3-inch  trench  mortar, 
map  reading,  rifle  marksmanship — these  and  many  other  subjects  are  a  part 
of  the  course  in  military  training. 

Each  spring  the  “final  exam”  of  the  year’s  work  is  held  in  the  form  of  a 
two-day  inspection  by  visiting  military  officials.  This  year  the  unit  was  in¬ 
spected  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  May  15-16.  Classroom  inspection  was 
held  on  Wednesday  with  demonstration  squads  in  charge.  Thursday,  Field 
Day,  brought  two  parades,  the  solution  of  a  tactical  problem,  and  competition 
in  military  and  athletic  contests.

Although  the  members  toured 
the  Union  they  did  not  formally  accept  the  building  because  construction  was 
not  complete.  They  did,  however,  consent  to  have  a  picture  taken,  using  the 
grand  ballroom  as  a  background.  It  was  the  first  inside  shot  of  the  new 
building. 

The  Regents  convened  at  Vermillion,  April  12,  and  gave  their  official 
sanction  to  the  State  College  project.  This  formal  announcement  came  after 
an  additional  WPA  grant  had  been  obtained  and  the  structure  was  complete. 

Major  change  in  this  group  came  in  the  spring  term  when  A.  R.  Ferguson, 
Watertown  insurance  agent,  was  named  by  Governor  Bushfield  to  succeed 
F.  H.  Van  Tassel.  The  latter  board  member,  an  Iroquois  farmer  and  garage- 
man,  resigned. 

It  is  the  annual  duty  of  the  board  to  approve  budgets  of  the  state  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  and  represent  the  State  of  South  Dakota  in  the  government 
of  its  colleges.

Undoubtedly  one  of  the  biggest  news  stories  of  the  year  broke  Wednesday, 
April  24  with  the  announcement  of  the  resignation  of  Dr.  C.  W.  Pugsley  as 
president  of  State  College.  He  then  became  President  Emeritus  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  he  so  faithfully  served  for  17  years. 

His  resignation  followed  a  period  of  illness  which  was  intensified  after  an 
operation  last  November. 

Dr.  Pugsley ’s  regime  as  president  since  1923  has  brought  outstanding 
developments  in  service  by  the  college,  both  to  young  people  and  adults  of 
the  state.  Enrollment  during  the  period  has  more  than  doubled,  educational 
standards  have  been  raised,  and  the  extension  service  and  experimental  facili¬ 
ties  greatly  improved.  The  president  became  well-known  for  his  tireless 
energy,  unremitting  labor,  and  ability  as  an  organizer.

Having  been  connected  with  the  institution  for  more  than  43  years,  acting 
as  president  on  five  different  occasions,  and  serving  as  vice-president  and 
dean  of  the  faculty  since  1914,  Dr.  George  L.  Brown  is  well  qualified 
for  the  job  as  president  of  South  Dakota  State  College  which  he  will  take  over 
July  1. 

During  his  many  years  here  at  State,  Dr.  Brown  has  had  frequent  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  share  in  some  of  the  most  important  events  of  the  institution’s  his¬ 
tory.  He  organized  the  first  summer  session,  established  Farm  and  Home 
Week,  accepted  the  provisions  of  the  Smith-Lever  Bill  and  the  Smith-Hughes 
Act  for  the  college,  and  signed  federal  war-time  contracts. 

Brown  holds  a  Chicago  University  Ph.D.  degree  magna  cum  laude  and  an 
LL.D.,  from  the  University  of  South  Dakota.

Thousands  of  college  students  will  long  remember  Joseph  Gladden  Hut¬ 
ton  as  a  distinctive  professor,  a  man  whose  love  for  his  work,  of  life,  and  the 
soil  was  deep  and  consuming.  He  found  an  outlet  lor  this  love  in  his  poetic 
nature.  Because  of  that,  students  will  remember  him. 

Hutton  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Monticello,  Ind.,  on  November  3,  1873. 
He  spent  his  early  childhood  on  that  farm,  there  learned  to  love  the  soil  he 
studied,  taught,  and  wrote  about. 

Hutton  served  as  soils  professor  at  State  for  28  years,  coming  to  this  insti¬ 
tution  in  1911  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  acted  as  assistant  biologist  at 
Indiana  State  Normal  School  from  1898-1900.  From  1908-1911  he  was  assis¬ 
tant  geologist  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  doing  graduate  work  there.  Hutton 
received  his  B.  S.  degree  from  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1908,  his  M.  S. 
from  the  University  of  Illinois  in  1910. 

As  a  leader,  Hutton  headed,  or  took  part  in,  various  state  and  national 
soils  organizations.  As  a  professor  and  instructor  he  taught  students  and 
adults  how  they  might  make  farm  life  easier.  As  a  poet,  he  gave  vent  to  his 
romantic  love  for  the  soil.  He  was  among  the  better-known  poets  of  South 
Dakota,  his  works  appearing  in  several  anthologies. 

It  was  on  Saturday  morning,  September  23,  1939,  that  Joseph  Gladden 
Hutton — professor,  poet,  philosopher — died.  Death  was  due  to  a  heart  ailment.

Aviation  Mechanics 

The  most  popular  special  course  offered 
at  State  College  as  shown  by  both  the  num¬ 
ber  enrolled  and  the  interest  in  the  work,  is 
aviation  mechanics. 

Each  year  the  course  experiences  a  large 
increase  in  students  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  term.  However,  by  spring,  this  number 
has  been  considerably  decreased  because 
the  well-trained  students  are  immediately 
picked  up  by  leading  airline  companies. 

For  instance — last  year,  all  eight  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  two-year  course  obtained 
employment  and  12  of  the  first-year 
“mechanics”  were  permanently  employed 
at  the  close  of  the  1939  school  year.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  the  recent  graduates  already  have  received  promotions  to  foremanships 
in  large  plants. 

Recent  graduates  are  now  employed  at  such  places  as  the  Douglas  Air¬ 
craft  factory  at  Santa  Monica,  Calif.,  the  Northwest  Airlines  at  St.  Paul,  the 
Glenn  L.  Martin  factory  at  Essex,  Md.,  and  the  United  States  Army  Air 
Corps  at  Bellville,  Ill. 

This  year  66  future  mechanics  ’  entered  the  State  training  course — but 
of  the  number  only  about  33  remain.  Many  of  the  others  have  found  employ¬ 
ment  because  of  their  training  here. 

This  vocational  course  is  offered  primarily  for  men  who  wish  to  prepare 
themselves  for  work  as  licensed  aviation 
mechanics.  It  includes  specific  shop 
training  in  wood  working  and  metals, 
especially  welding.  It  progresses  as  rapid¬ 
ly  as  possible  to  the  repairing  and  re¬ 
building  of  planes  and  engines. 

Each  year  students  repair  and  rebuild 
several  planes — usually  belonging  to  resi¬ 
dents  throughout  the  state  who  have  solo 
licenses  and  need  work  done  on  their 
machines. 

The  department,  whose  students  are 
4  not  included  in  the  regular  enrollment, 
is  headed  by  Cecil  O.  Shupe  and  Carl 
Graf,  licensed  pilots  and  State  College 
graduates.
